What has happened -to the jazz 
enthusiast of late? Two weeks ago 
a concert was held in the Civic Au- 
ditorium in San Jose featuring the 
Dizzy Gillespie band and the Cal 
Tjader Quintette. Although the 
population in San Jose exceeds 
100,000 — at least 10,000 college 
students — less than four hundred 
attended the concert, The heavy 
rainfall could naturally be held re- 
sponsible for a few absences, as 
could college finals, but the sum 
total should not have held the at- 
tendance below five hundred. 

The music was good, especially 
the Tjader unit, which could have 
experienced one of their best 
nights had the attendance been 
greater. 

The concert began with the Cal 
Tjader — quintette — minus __ their 
conga drummer—engaging in a 
swinging “Foggy Day in London,” 
followed with a gentle treatment 
of “The Night We Called It a 
Day.” The “Quintette minus one” 
consisted of Cal on the vibes, Eu- 
gene Wright on the bass, Vince 
Guaraldi at the piano and drum- 
mer Al Torres. 

Dizzy’s band, which had _ its 
weak points, provided some good 
jazz. The brass section was un- 
doubtedly the outstanding section, 
with Dizzy’s solos confirming the 
fact that he is the greatest. 

The band, which had only re- 
cently been organized: for the con- 
cert series, many times used ar- 
rangements which consisted of one 
horn soloing with the rhythm sec- 
tion in a jam session type affair. 
The one glaring weakness of the 
concert was the clowning of Gilles- 
pie which, although at times hu- 
morous, was often in excess of a 
show billed as a jazz concert. 

It might be of interest to note 
that Al Torre, drummer with the 
Tjader group, has appeared quite 
frequently in local jazz circles. 
Torre was stationed at Camp Rob- 
erts and Fort Ord while in the 
Aimy, and was active with the Len- 
nie Niehous. octette. The octette 
made several sessions at Santa Cruz, 
Watsonville, Monterey and Salinas. 
Niehous has. been. featured with 
Stan Kenton since. his-release from 
service, _ 

Torre lives in Oakland and. has 
been playing in various Bay area 
groups since his early teens.
